MR. DOUGLAS'S SLAVE PLANTATION AND 


HOW HE CAMH BY IT.—The Cleveland (Ohio) 
Leader of October 3d is responsible for the fol- 
lowing itatemeini with regard to Mr. Douglas's 
Individual connection with the slavery interests 
of tbii country, and which we made in reply to 
an Ohio paper, which had denied tbat he was 
the owner of any dares, or was ever guilty «f 
profane swearing. 
The Ltader says the fact 


were obtained • from a personal acquaintace « 
Douglas, who had them directly frviu his own 
mouth.' 
The wife ofDonglas, whom he married about 


twelve years ago, was the heiress expectant at 
the time, with a sister, of a worn-out North 
Carolina plantation, with its 150 negroes and 
some $50,000 of bank stock. 
Subsequently to 


her marriage, the father-in-law purchased two 
tracts of land in Mississippi, and stocked one 
with 80 and the other with 40 negroes, the 
residue of his • peculiar property' remaining at 
the dilapidated homestead. A few years after- 
wards the father-in-law offered to make a gift 
of the larger Mississippi plantation to Douglas. 
But fear of public sentiment in Illinois and the 
North deterred him from receiving the ' live 
stock' in his own name. 
He suggested to tha 


old man tbat, under the eircam$ta»cts, it was 
better that the negroes should be settled upon 
his wife, which accordingly was done. 


By the death of his father-in-law, his wife's 


sisters and his wife, another plantation, with 
40 or 50 field hands and a number of family 
slaves, fell into Douglas' charge—though a por- 
tion of the uropety is iucumbered by the life 
estate of the widow. 


Douglas derives the rents and profits of both 


the Mississippi plantations,and annually pockets 
the surplus earning of 160 or more slaves. 
He 


vinits his plantations frequently, and gives his 
negroes a grand barbacue once a year, inspects 
his crops of piccaninies of African or American 
paternity ; gives instructions to his overseers, 
as well as receipts for the cash extracted from 
the toil of his human chattels during rhe pre- 
eedinp year. 
He will be legally entitled to 


repeat his bnrbacues and collections for Jiftttn 
years to come, when his eldest son will come 
of u«e and relieve his father of one-third of the 
profits derived from the slaves. 
Itouglns does 


riot technically own the Mississippi slaves, but 
he owns their anvfritct, as n lawj er would term 
it, which means, • the right of enjoying a thing 
which b«lonn8 to another, and of deriving from 
it all tho profit or benefit it may produce.'
